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SOME 


PROPOSALS 


For a Second Settlement in the 


Province of Pennlylpanta, 


Hereas Idid about nine Years paft, pro- 
pound the felling of feveral Parts ,orShares of 
Land,upon that fide of theProvince of Penn{ylvania, next 
Delaware-River, and fetting out.of a Place upon it for 
the building ofa Cay, by the name of Philadelphia ; and 
that divers Perfons clofed with thofe Propofals, who, 
by their ingenuity, ind and charge, have advan- 
ced that City, from 2. Wood, to a good forwardnels of 
Building (there being above One Thoufand Houfes finifht 
in it)and that the feveral Plantations and Towns begun up- 
on the Land, bought 7 thofe firft Undertakers, are alfo 
in a profperous way of Improvement and Inlargement 
(infomuch aslaft Year, tenSail of Ships were fraighted 
there , with the growth of the Province for Barbados, Famaica, 
&c. Befides what came diretly for this Kingdom) It 
isnow my purpofe tomake another Settlement, upon the 
River o Sufguchannagt, that runs into the Bay of 
Chefapeake,and bears about fifty Miles Weft from the Ri- 
vet Delaware,as appears by the Common Maps of the Eng- 
lith Dominion in America. There Il defign to lay out 


a Plat for the building of another City, in the moft 
convenient place for communication with the former 
Plantations on the Eaf: which by Land, is as good as 
done already, a Way being laid out between the two 


Rivers very exa¢tly and conveniently, at leaft three 
years ago ; and which will not be hard to do by Water, 
bythe benefit of the River Scoalkill; fora Brancho 
that River lies near a Branch that runsinto Sufquehannagh 
River, and isthe Comman Courfe of the Indians with their 
Skins and Furrs into our parts, and to the Provinces of 
Eaft and Weft-Ferfy, and New-York, from the Weft and 
North-Weft parts of the Continent from whence they 
bring them. 

And I do alfo intend that every one who fhall bea 
Purchaffer in this propofed Settlement, fhall have a pro- 
portionable Lot in the faidCity to build a Houfe or Houfes 
upon ; which pring and the Shares of Land that 
fhall be bought of me, ‘hall be delivered clear of all In 
dian pretentions ; for it has been my way from the firft, 
to purchafe their Title from them, and fo fettle with 


their con fent.

ter that rates 9The Acre of that Province is 

to the Statute of the33th of Edw. And no Ace 
knowledgement or Quit-Kent fhall be paid by the Purcha- 
fers till five years _ a ners” a — 
Lands, and that only according to the quantity of Acre 
fo taken up and feated, and not otherwife ; and only 


then to pay but one failling per annum for every hundred 
Acres forever, And further,I do promife to ion with e- 
very Purchafer that thall be willing to treat with me be- 
tween this and next Spring, upon all fuch reafonable 
conditions, a8 fhall be — neceflary for their ac- 
commodation, intending, if God pleafe,to return with 
what {peed I can, and my Family with me, in order to 
our future refidence. 

To conclude, that which particularly recommends 
this Settlement, is the known Goodnels of the Soyle, 
and Scituation of the Land, which is high & not Moun- 
tainous ; alfo the Pleafantnefs, and Largnefs of the Ri- 
ver, being clear and not rapid, and broader then the 
Thames at London-bridge,many Miles above the place 
os for this Settlement ; and runs (as we are told 
by the Indians) quite through the Province, into which 
many fair Rivers empty themfelves. The forts of Tim 
ber that grow there, are chiefly Oake, A/h, Chefnut, 
Walnut, Cedar, and Poplar. The native Fruits are Paw- 
paws, Grapes, — Chefnuts, and feveral forts of 
Walnuts. There are likewife great quantities of Deer, 
and efpecially Elks, which are much bigger than our 
Red Deer, and ufe that River in Herds. And Fibthere 
is of divers forts, and very large and good, and in great 

lenty. 
¥ Bur that which recommends both this Settlement in 
perticular, and the Province in general, is a late Pat- 
tent obtained by divers Eminent Lords and Gentle- 
men for that Land that lies North of Pennlylvania up to the 
46th ce and an bal becaufe their Trafick and Inter- 
courfe will be chiefly throughPenn{ylvania,which lies be- 
tween that Province and the Sea. We have alfo the
